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PREFACE. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1945. 

In  the  sixth  year  of  war,  the  general  standard  of  health  in 
the  area  has  remained  at  a surprisingly  high  level,  despite  the 
exacting  conditions  of  rationing,  blackout  and  nervous  tension 
under  which  we  have  had  to  live.  The  Public  Health  Staff  have 
made  every  effort,  by  their  vigilance  and  energy,  to  maintain  this 
standard,  particularly  in  preventing  the  spread  of  Infectious 
Disases. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  one’s  thoughts  naturally 
turn  to  reconstruction.  Obviously,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  make 
up  in  a.  short  time  the  gap  created  by  six  years  of  war,  and  certain 
works  will  have  to  be  labelled  “ Priority.”  In  the  Borough,  the 
housing  position  is  desperate,  and  I would  ask  the  Members  of 
the  Council  to  label  housing  “ High  Priority  ” and  deal  with  the 
matter  as  speedily  as  possible.  This  building  of  houses  should 
continue  with  no  gaps  between  programmes  until  the  goal  of  a 
house  fit  for  human  occupation  is  available  to  the  whole  population 
of  the  Borough. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staffs  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  help.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Authority  is  comprised  of 
the  Parish  of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is 
largely  rural  and  is  undeveloped. 

Population,  Rateable  Value,  etc. 

The  estimated  population  made  by  the  Registrar-General  for 
mid-year  1945  was  10,020,  and  for  1944  it  was  10,280.  The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to 
the  Rate  Book  is  3,060  (approx.).  The  rateable  value  of  the 
Borough  is  £63,610,  and!  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is 
£259. 

Social  Conditions. 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough;  it  is  the  county  town  of 
Carmarthenshire  and  is  an  agricultural  centre.  Because  of  its 
geographical  situation,  it  is  the  hub  of1  the  county  and  an 
important  centre,  especially  from  a road  communication  point  of 
view. 

There  has  been  no'  special  industrial  development  during  the 
year.  The  main  occupations  are  associated  with  agriculture,  the 
railway,  shop  assistants,  clerical  work,  garage  workers  and  com- 
mercial travellers.  There  are  a few  mineworkers  living  in  the  area 
who  work  outside  the  area.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  maintains 
a Bacteriological  and. Pathological  Laboratory  in  the  Borough  of 
Carmarthen.  The  facilities  of  both  these  Laboratories  are  avail- 
able to  the  Public  Health  Department  of'  the  Borough  and  also 
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to  the  Hospitals  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area.  This 
Laboratory  plays  a very  vital  part  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
Health  of  the  Community,  particularly  with  regard  to  early 
diagnosis  of  Infectious  Disease®  and  the  isolation  of  infectious 
disease  “ carriers.” 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

An  Ambulance  Service  on  a voluntary  basis  has  been  available 
in  an  emergency  during  the  past  year.  The  members  giving  this 
voluntary  service  have  given  a very  efficient  service  to  their  fellow- 
townspeople,  and  their  efforts  have  been  most  praiseworthy.  I 
sincerely  hope  the  public  will  support  this  voluntary  organisation 
which  has  endeavoured  to  fill  a serious  gap  in  the  Public  Health 
Services  of  the  Borough.  If'  the  public  give  this  organisation 
the  backing  it  so  largely  deserves,  then  a day  and  night  service 
will  be  maintained.  I appeal  to  all  members  of  the  Councils  to 
not  only  support  this  scheme,  but  to  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  the 
people  they  represent. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper 
Tumble,  near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
County  Council.  The  Borough  Council  pays  a rate  to  the  County- 
Council  for  this  Hospital,  so  that  any  person  admitted  receives 
treatment  and  maintenance  free  of  cost. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

This  Centre  is  open  weekly  and  has  maintained  its  numbers 
well.  The  Ladies  Committee  deserve  the  greatest  thanks  for  the 
loyal  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  during 
the  year.

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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  being  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  Clinic,  Pond  Street,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  every  month  at  11  a.m. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  at  the  Clinic  during  the

The  housing  condition  of  many  patients  suffering  from  Tuber- 
culosis is.  deplorable  and,  while  such  conditions  remain,  any  good 
the  patient  derives  from  Institutional  treatment  is  quickly  out- 
weighed upon  returning.  In  considering  tenants  for  new  Housing 
Estates  I would  urge  the  Council  to  give  as  high  a priority  as 
possible  to  these  cases.

(13  males,  7 females).  This  shows  a decrease  of  4 ca-sesi  on  the 
preceding  year.

Mr.  D.  B.  Watkins,  Chief  Inspector,  County  Council,  reports

Analyst  was  ninety-one,  comprising  of  liquid  milk  and  various 
articles  of  food  and  drugs.  The  results  certified  by  the  Public 
Analyst  in  respect  of  these  samples  were  as  follows:  —

No  proceedings,  have  been  instituted  in  respect  of  such  samples 
in  this  county,  but  because  of  the  large  number  of  samples  reported 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  a Circular  Notice  is  being  sent 
to  grocersi  and  other  traders  advising  them  to  examine  their  stocks 
and  warning  them  of  their  liability  to  prosecution  for  selling,  or 
exposing  for  sale  articles  of  food  which  are  unsound  in  condition.

It  will  be  noticed  that  a very  high  proportion  of  the  samples 
taken  proved  unsatisfactory,  but  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  owing 
to  staff  shortage,  samples  were  taken  only  from  producers  sus- 
pected of  non-compliance  with  the  terms  of  their  licences.  Now 
that  members  of  the  staff  of  my  department  are  returning  from 
the  Services,  routine  sampling  is  again  being  undertaken. 


Rodent  Control  Scheme. 

The  Rodent  Control.  Scheme  inaugurated  last  year  has  been 
maintained.  Under  the  Scheme,  considerable  amount  of  good 
work  has  been  carried  out  and  the  Rodent  Operator  has  maintained 
a high  standard  of  efficiency.  During  the  year,  the  Scheme  has 
been  under  the  control  of  Mir.  E.  W.  Francis,  the  Borough 
Sanitary  Inspector.
